Summer Feeding For Milk 


The most critical seasons of the 
year to maintain economical milk pro- 
duction are early spring, before the 
cows are turned out on ‘pasture, and 
midsummer. The skilled herdsmen 
who have made a careful studv of the 
situation claim that there is a greater 
loss in the flow of milk at this time 
than during the winter months, when 
grain feeding is practiced. 

During the summer months in most 
work is most’ pressing, there 
is a dry period of _ several 
weeks, usually beginning about 
the middle of July and _ ending 
at the time of the rainy season in Sep- 
tember or October. At this time pas- 
tures become short and insufficient to 
maintain a high level of milk produc- 
tion. In some cases the milk flow 
will decline from 50 to 75 per cent, 
and when the fall pastures are ready 
it is a very difficult and expensive 
process to bring the milk flow back to 
its normal. 

It often happens that the dairyman 
is not prepared for this period, and 
now is the time of the year to plan 
for such emergencies. It is possible 
to keep up the milk flow by heavy 
grain feeding, but this seems unneces- 
sarily expensive. There are two other 
systems that may be practiced more 
advantageously. One is a modified 
soiling system and the other is the 
summer silo. In the soiling system 
a succession of green crops is grown, 
which is cut daily, or in case of some 
crops, every two or three days, hauled 
and fed to the cattle in the barn or 
pasture. In irrigated sections this 
seems to be practical, as it is a com- 
paratively simple matter to grow a 
succession of green crops. The crops 
that may be used for such purposes 
are alfalfa, clover, corn, peas and oats. 
The chief objection to this procedure 
is the labor involved. 

The plan that is most practical, that 
does not involve much labor and at 
the same time is inexpensive, is that 
which includes silage or the summer 
silo. No one questions the value of 
corn silage for feeding all kinds of 
livestock for winter feeding. It is of 
the same value for summer feeding. 
In any section where this midsummer 
drought exists the farmer should 
build his silo large enough to enable 
him to feed uring the. entire year or 
build two smaller silos, one of which 
may be utilized during the summer. 
Except on the surface there will be 
but little silage spoil. 

At the Idaho Experiment Station 
during the summer of 1915 the supply 
of corn silage was exhausted in May. 
In July a field of peas and oats was 
cut for silage and served to tide the 
herd over the summer, with but a 
slight decline in milk. It was relished 
by the cattle. Alfalfa, some cereal 
crop, or wheat and vetch, may be util- 
ized in like manner.—E. V. Ellington, 
Tdaho Experiment Sation.

Work With the Tractor 


In investigating the value of the 
tractor from the farmer’s point of 
view, specialists of the Department of 
Agriculture recently obtained from 
over 400 owners of tractors in Illinois 
reports as to the number of horses 
which the tractor had enabled them 
to do away with in the farm work. 
The following analysis of about 200 
reports from typical corn-belt farms 
is taken from Farmers’ Bulletin 719, 
“An Economic Study of the Farm 
Tractor in the’Corn Belt:” 

Many men look to the tractor to en- 
able them to do away with the use of 
horses for farm work, at least in 
great part. To date, however, the 
tractor has not displaced horses to 
the extent commonly expected by 
purchasers, but its greatest advantage, 
as before mentioned, lies in the fact 
that it does the heavy work quickly, 
and thus completes it within the prop- 
er season, since it places at the farm- 
er’s command a large amount of pow- 
er when needed. ; 

The tractor does displace horses to 
some extent, but only in about two- 
thirds of the cases where it is used on 
the same number of acres previously 
farmed. In these instances the horses 
displaced average only about four, and 
represent slightly less than 50 per 
cent of the cost of the tractor outfit. 
The number of horses displaced does 
not appear to vary to any great ex- 
tent with the size of the outfit, about 
as many horses being laid off after 
the purchase of a small outfit as after 
buying a large one. The number will 
vary under different conditions, how- 
ever, the principal influencing factors 
being the number of acres farmed per 
horse and the distribution of the work 
throughout the year. In the corn belt 
horses are seldom displaced on farms 
where the average tilled acreage per 
horse is 30-or more. On the farms 
in Illinois where horses were dis- 
placed by the tractor, one horse had 
been kept for each 20 acres of tilled 
land. After the purchase of the trac- 
tor one horse was’kept for each 30 
acres of tilled land, or approximatelv 
the same as on farms on which no 
horses were displaced. 


There is much work on most farms 
for which it is neither practicable nor 
profitable to use the tractor. This is 
especially true in the corn belt sec- 
tion, where cultivating frequently re- 
quires more power at one time than 
any other farm operation. Few, if 
any, tractors, according to reports re- 
ceived, are utilized for such work with 
entire satisfaction, and it is, therefore, 
necessary to retain a considerable 
number of horses after the tractor is 
bought. 

A study of the distribution of horse 
labor on a typical corn belt farm indi- 
cates that the peak load, that is, the 
greatest amount of work, comes about 
the end of May, which is the season 
when corn cultivating is at its height. 

On 92 Illinois farms where no 
change in the acreage was made after 
the purchase of the tractor, an aver- 
age of 12 horses per farm had pre- 
viously been kept. Two hundred and 
sixty-three ‘horses were displaced on 
these farms, an average of not quite 
three horses per farm. On 31, or 
about one-third, of these farms no 
horses were laid off.

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Experimental Work in Canada 


By E.S. ARCHIBALD, Dominion Animal Husbandman 


Editor's Note—The accompanying account of work at the Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, Canada, was prepared by Mr. Archibald at the request 
of the World. The Canadian government is doing an exceptionally broad- 
minded and intelligent piece of work at these experimental farms and the re- 
sults obtained are of great value to the Canadian farmers and breeders. We 
present them because of their evident interest to the Holstein breeders of the 
United States. 


During the months of February and March, 1916, two 
3-year-old Holstein heifers have made very creditable 
records in Record of Merit, as follows: 

May Echo Posch (36074) freshened January 31st, calv- 
ing twins at 3 years, 29 days, and produced: 

7 days, 671.5 Ibs. milk-- 20.342 lbs. fat-- 25.437 lbs. butter 
14 days, 1284.5 lbs. milk-- 39.810 lbs. fat-- 49.762 Ibs. butter 
30 days, 2685.25 lbs. milk-- 83.438 Ibs. fat--104.307 Ibs. butter 
60 days, 4909.25 Ibs. milk--158.014 Ibs. fat--289.419 Ibs. butter 
90 days, 7087.75 Ibs. milk--231.535 lbs. fat--289.419 Ibs. butter 


This heifer had previously calved at 2 years, 1 month, 
11 days, and produced 15.45 Ibs. butter in 7 days, Record 
of Merit, and 11.863 Ibs. milk, 380.8 Ibs. fat, Record of Per- 
formance.

The Milanhurst and Forward Somerset Duchess rec- 
ords were made strictly official for the entire year, while 
the other two are semi-official records. Leadership for 
yearly milk production for cows under full age, therefore, 
goes to Forward Somerset Duchess, a junior four-year- 
old, with Jolie Topsy Pauline De Kol, a senior four-year- 
old, as second. Her production is but 140 pounds less 
than the leader. Irma Gilt Edge Queen 2d is third and 
Milanhurst is fourth in milk production. Milanhurst leads 
as a butter producer in the classes, considering these four 
cows, with Jolie Topsy Pauline De Kol second, Forward 
Somerset Duchess third and Irma Gilt Edge Queen 2d, 
fourth. 

Jolie‘Topsy Pauline De Kol had a previous record of 
17.23 lbs. of butter from 371.6 lbs. milk, at the age of three 
years and six months. She started on her world’s record 
May 9th, 1915, at the age of four years, nine months and 
three days, and a few days later, completed a seven-day 
official record of 661.1 Ibs. of milk and 25.243 lbs. butter. 
When Topsy started her year’s work no hopes were en- 
tertained of her making a world’s record, consequently 
she was not run on official test for her first thirty days. 
The following are her unofficial records during that time:

At the end of eight months’ milking, Topsy completed 
a world’s seven-day record of 508.7 lbs. milk and 17.233 
lbs. butter fat which is 32.8 lbs. more milk than Irma Gilt 
‘Edge Queen 2d, former senior 4-year-old champion pro- 
duced on her eight months after calving record.

butter fat. This must 
be attributed to the 
important fact of her 
advanced pregnancy, 
she having been bred 
on October 2d, 1915, 
thus showing that she 
has been carrying her 
calf for over seven 
months. This makes 
the record exceptional 
as we know of no 
other cow of any 
breed having estab- 
lished a mark under 
such conditions. We 
do not hesitate in say- 
ing that had she not 
been bred so early in 
her test, she would have made over 30,000 lbs. of milk. 
Jolie Topsy has been a very regular breeder, having drop- 
ped three calves and is now carrying the fourth. 

The average daily cost of her feed was 51.4c per day, 
or $187.61 for the year. 28,416.1 lbs. of milk at 23c per 
gallon will bring $759.96, or a profit of $572.35, over the 
cost of feed. 

The breeding of Jolie Topsy Pauline De Kol is not 
of very special interest on the dam’s side, although her 
dam, Topsy Pauline (No. 75211), has an A. R. O. of 15.23 
Ibs. of butter from 387.8 lbs. of milk, and has two other 
A. R. O. daughters. We find some very interesting data 
on her sire’s side. Her sire, Sir Jolie Johanna 4th, (No. 
6890), is a brother to Irma Gilt Edge Queen 2d, whose 
world’s record of 26,745.3 lbs. milk was smashed by Topsy. 
Sir Jolie Johanna 4th’s sire, Sir Jolie Johanna, has four- 
teen A. R. O. daughters and three A. R. O. sons.

“Topsy” is in better condition now than she has been 
at any time throughout the period she was on test. She 
was never “off feed” and did not require the attention of 
a veterinarian at any time. 

H. E. Bray, who supervises the City Farms of the City 
of Cleveland is a dairy enthusiast and is naturally proud 
of the record established on his plant. The farm, ¢ontain- 
ing 2100 acres, is operated by the Welfare Department of 
the City of Cleveland, of which Lamar T. Beman, the 
well-known educationalist and writer is director, having 
supplanted Dr. Cooley.

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Feeding Dairy Cattle 


By PROF. E. S. SAVAGE 
VII. Feeding and Management of Yearlings and T'wo-Year-Olds 


From the standpoint of the best development of the 
heifer at the least cost, fall-dropped calves are to be pre- 
ferred. But this is not possible for all calves since it is 
necessary and wise to control the breeding of the herd so 
that the milk flow is maintained at about the same rate for 
the herd through the year. When a farmer can turn out 
about so much milk per day through the whole year, he 
can command a better market because of the uniformity 
of the amount of his product. 

It is not wise to pasture during their first summer, 
calves dropped after January or February first. Flies 
bother the young calves too much. Calves that are born 
before January first seem to stand their first summer on 
pasture all right and make good gains. Therefore, the 
cost of raising a heifer dropped during the fall is likely to 
be less than that of one dropped later because of the 
greater utilization of pasture. Pasture is very cheap feed 
any way it is computed unless one has to give a greater 
valuation than $50 per acre to the land. 

If skimmed milk is available it may be used to good 
advantage until calves are a year or more old, although it 
is not at all necessary after eight months. It will probably 
give greater returns fed to younger animals than to those 
over eight months. When calves or other young stock are 
on pasture there is no greater pleasure to them than a 
cool, dark basement into which they may run during the 
heat of the day and get rid of the flies. If the basement 
is made rather dark the flies will leave them. 

If any of the herd of calves seem a little unthrifty it is a 
very good thing to arrange matters so that these can have 
a little grain to supplement the pasture. Of course there 
are any number of feeds available for this purpose. A mix- 
ture that is a favorite one with the author for all young 
stock is the one already mentioned in feeding calves, 30 
pounds hominy, or corn meal; 30 pounds of wheat bran; 
30 pounds of ground oats, and 10 pounds of oil meal. If 
pasture is good perhaps no grain will be needed during the 
best months. The amount of grain necessary for heifers 
is about four pounds per day up to the time of calving, of 
such a mixture as the above. All the good clover hay and 
silage that she will eat and four to six pounds of grain will 
keep the heifer in good growing condition and put her in 
the right shape for dropping her first calf. There are many 
other feeds and mixtures as good as the one given above. 
Space will not be taken to give other mixtures. Distillers’ 


dried grains, gluten, cottonseed meal after one year of age, 
brewers’ dried grains, malt sprouts, barley, buckwheat mid- 


dlings, etc., all make excellent ingredients and may be used 
for rations for growing stock. Some high protein feed 
should always be included in the mixture to enable the 
animal to make satisfactory growth. Experience and ob- 
servation prove that the animal which grows the most 
regularly and rapidly during the first two years of her life 
will make the most satisfactory producer. 

Many times it is said that feeding fattening foods is to 
be avoided and much fat on a heifer is considered wrong 
by many. It is the writer’s impression that ‘there is little 
danger from getting a heifer too fat. Keep her growing 
and in good condition all the time. In this paper the 
amount of grain has been placed at four to six pounds. It 
seems to the writer that this is a good plan in feeding to 
feed about the same amount of grain to all the heifers and 
allow them to fix the total amount of the ration by feeding 
all the silage and hay that they will eat. 

The time at which heifers should be bred is an import- 
and point to be considered in the management of heifers. 
There is a tendency among pure-bred breeders to breed at 
20 months of age or even later. A few figures from a good 
pure-bred herd on this point gives a good reason for early 
breeding. Thirty-three animals produced their first calf 
before they were 30 months old. Their two-year record 
was 6026 pounds. Their three-year record was 6780. Eigh- 
teen anim..s that produced their first calf at 36 months or 
a little later made an average of 7460 pounds of milk in 
their third year. The first lot had produced at the end of 
their third year almost 13,000 pounds of milk against 7500 
for the second lot. In later years the second lot did not 
appear to do any better than the first lot. Until she be- 
comes a milk pro lucer the heifer yields no income. There 
are four good reasons for breeding early in addition to the 
above: (1) Constantly recurring periods of heat are as 
much of a check on the heifer’s growth as the development 
of the foetus. (2) Reproductive organs may become de- 
ranged if breeding is put off. (3) The condition of preg- 
nancy has a marked stimulative effect upon the young ani- 
mal during the first month. The assimulative functions 
are increased provided the heifer is furnished with an 
abundance of food. (4) It seems to be easier to develop 
the milk-secreting capacity when the heifer produces 
young at an early age. If put off sometimes the heifer 
shows a tendency towards beefiness. On the whole it 
seems best to have the heifer drop her first calf at 24 
months. In conclusion this paper is a plea for liberal 
feeding of heifers and early breeding.

ment of Agriculture met to discuss a 
bill before Congress covering the mat- 
ter of interstate shipments of milk 
and cream. The bill was found to be 
far-reaching in its effects, and it was 
the opinion of those at the conference 
that the bill could be made a basis for 
national, state, and city regulation 
that would result in bringing about 
uniform regulations regarding the 
production of milk and other dairy 
products from the cow to the con- 
sumer. Added to this was the multi- 
tude of regulations differing so much 
that the producer, on the one hand, 
was very much dissatisfied, believing 
that since they differed so widely they 
could not all be correct, and at the 
same time receiving little or no pay 
for additional regulations that were as 
often changed as new officers or in- 
spectors assumed authority in city 
governments. The consumer, on the 
other hand, was complaining that he 
was paying a high price for necessary 
articles of diet, which were being 
criticised as to their purity and whole- 
someness, and also meeting antagon- 
ism and unwarranted attacks by other 
industries upon this industry, which 
brings to the producers of dairy prod- 
ucts of this country a billion dollars a 
year. To this was added the unre- 
munerativeness of the business, to- 
gether with the questions of legisla- 
tion in Congress, as well as in the dif- 
ferent states, relating to the important 
changes that are being agitated by 
those favoring the industry and by 
those antagonistic to it. Taking these 
matters, with many others not men- 
tioned, into consideration, it was 
thought by those parties in close touch 
with affairs that the dairy interests of 
this country should be brought to- 
gether in convention in this city to 
discuss questions relating to the fu- 
ture development of this great indus- 
try. I say this great industry, be- 
cause on nearly 81% of the farms of 
this country, according to the census 
of 1910, there were about 22,000,000 
dairy cows. In other words, on near- 
ly 5% million farms in this nation 
dairying is carried on to a greater or 
less extent. The same census report 
shows that the value of the dairy 
products, not including the milk and 
cream consumed on _ the farm, 
amounted to seven hundred millions 
of dollars, which, if included with the 
increase up to the present time, it 
would be safe to say that the business 
means to the agriculture of this coun- 
try over a billion dollars. 

This is only part of the story. It is 
universally conceded that to increase 
fertility some form of animal industry 
must be practiced. One of these 
branches is dairying. It is perhaps 
the best business educator, because 
the farmer soon learns whether he is 
doing business at a profit or loss. It 
gives employment the year round and 
has a wide adaptation of country. It 
furnishes the most healthful and most 
nutritious and the cheapest food prod- 
ucts known. It has changed great 
sections of this country from non- 
profitable farming into a prosperous 
agriculture. 


In one of the great dairy states, in 
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the past ten years, the acreage of 
wheat has decreased 25%, the acreage 
of corn has increased 73%, and the 
live stock has increased 20%. As I 
have said, it furnishes work the year 
round for every one on the farm, no 
vacations, and never out of a job. 


That all this work is done very 
cheap can be no better explained than 
by one who is at the head of the dairy 
business in one of the great dairy 
states of the Union, who writes: “The 
dairyman appreciates that he should 
receive an income that will pay him a 
manager’s salary as well as the neces- 
sary amount to pay running expenses. 
If it were not, however, for the sale of 
surplus stock, I fear that the dairy 
products alone would not enable the 
farmer to consider his business of 
diarying a profitable one.” 


The remedy is for the farmer to 
look after his own business, and this 
conference is evidence that the dairy 
interests intend to do so. But con- 
ventions are only meetings to deter- 
mine policy, and in the past have been, 
and in the future will continue to be, 
powerless to help much unless, as the 
result of this meeting, the dairy inter- 
ests evolve a constructive and perma- 
nent program and unite in a federated 
plan for its fulfillment. This leads me 
to express myself in favor of a plan 
for a permanent headquarters in 
Washington, not only for the dairy in- 
terests, but for all agricultural organ- 
izations. Such a federation, super- 
vised and directed by broad-gauged, 
sincere men, will do more for the solv- 
ing of these national agricultural is- 
sues than can be done by the present 
long-range method. 


The president of a large corpora- 
tion, who also farms near a large city, 
called at our office a few days ago and 
said he was selling milk at eight cents 
a quart; that it didn’t pay him, and 
that he would like me to tell him how 
it paid the farmer that was selling it 
for three cents a quart. 


The question raised by this practi- 
cal, hard-headed, successful business 
man goes to the very heart of the 
problem, at the root of all the farmer’s 
problems. The question of how to 
make farming of any kind pay, speak- 
ing generally, is still unanswered. For 
the farmer it is the riddle of the 
sphinx, which not to answer is to be 
destroyed. 


The reason we have never had an 
answer is that the farmer, the dairy- 
man included, has depended on the 
other fellow to look after his business 
for him instead of looking after it 
himself. You know the story of the 
lion and the lamb lying down together 
—how happy, and well fed, and con- 
tented the lion was in the morning? 
That is the story of the farmer, with 
the farmer playing the part of the 
lamb. 

Farmers must federate in this way 
if they would have control of their 
own industries. The signs are multi- 
plying that if they don’t others will do 
it for them, with the result that the 
farmer will be the lamb in another 
lion-and-lamb story.

I refer 
to the dispersal sale of the famous 
Charles J. Welch herd. This herd has

Definitions, Standards and Grades of 
Milk and Cream; June 14, Sweetened 
Condensed Milk, Condensed Skimmed 
Milk, Sweetened Condensed Skimmed 
Milk, Dried Milk, Dried Skimmed Milk, 
Dried Cream, Homogenized and Pas- 
teurized Milk Products, and Cheese.

THE SHORT TIME SUMMARIES. 


During the period from April 13th to 17th, 1916, the reports of tests of 576 animals were 
received and have been accepted to entry in the Holstein-Friesian Advanced Register Year Book, 
of which ten were extended to fourteen days, two to fifteen, one to twenty-one, fifty-two to 
thirty, one to ninety, and one to one hundred days. This herd ‘of 576 animals, of which one-half 
were heifers with first or second calves, produced in seven consecutive days, 235,057.5 Ibs. of 
milk containing 8,352.381 lbs. of butter- fat, thus showing an average of 3.56 per cent fat. The 
average production for each animal was 408.1 Ibs. milk containing 14.501 lbs. fat. 


The period covered by the above dates refers to the time during which the certified 


reports of tests were received by the Advanced Registry Office, and has noth. 
ing whatever to do with the time the tests were made.

When the first three daughters of 
our son of Pontiac Korndyke, Fair- 
view Pontiac Beets Korndyke No. 
94943, freshened, we had an unusual 
opportunity to test his worth as a sire, 
and we think he stood the test won- 
derfully well.

The Chenango County Breeders of 
Holstein Friesian cattle are well 
known to most members of the dairy 
world, tho perhaps they are more 
prone to hide their good things from 
the light of publicity than some of 
their more famous brothers. Any- 
way, several of the breeders in the vi-

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Developing Dairying 
(Continued from page 1286) 


The high cost of living has hit the 
farmer and his “brindle cow” quite as 
much as his city cousin, by increased 
cost of feed bills, higher wages, in- 
creased freight rates, etc. The gen- 
tleman that could not make milk pay 
at eight cents a quart is living in a 
city where wages have reached the 
highest level with short hours, and it 
is getting to be a serious question with 
dairymen in many sections whether to 
continue or quit. 

Patent cream, that has its good 
qualities in the purity of the water and 
the homogenized fats it contains, is 
sold to-day in some cities for the gen- 
uine article and not for what it is. Fur- 
ther frauds are being perpetrated upon 
the public by imitating other dairy 
products at the expense of both the 
producer and the consumer. 

Is it any wonder that dairymen are 
become dissatisfied with the business? 

This question seems to me should 
receive the most earnest and careful 
consideration, as it will have much to 
do with the future of the business and 
may avoid a shortage of milk and its 
products. 

There may be_ well-reasoned-out 
theories in regard to the amount of 
butter-fat and moisture in dairy prod- 
ucts, yet the laws of this country must 
meet laws of other countries, so that 
the producers of dairy products are 
not at a disadvantage in the markets 
of the world. The dairymen are 
alive to these problems of providing 
good, safe, clean dairy products for 
the consumer, but at the same time 
they must keep the cost of these prod- 
ucts within bounds, and if there is a 
lot of fuss and folderol in the business 
that is unnecessary we should know it. 


We should be strict on the essen- 
tials necessary to produce wholesome 
dairy products, but we should not be 
hampered by foolishness and rules 
and regulations that are made by 
those who know little or nothing of 
the practical side of the great indus- 
try which is at the foundation of a 
prosperous agriculture. 


We have on this program experts 
who will deal with the leading ques- 
tions that are now affecting the dairy 
interests, and we hope that we will 
have the support not only of the con- 
sumers of dairy products, but of those 
who are the disseminators of public 
opinion. We hope to show our appre- 
ciation of those who assist us in build- 
ing up and our condemnation of those 
who maliciously tear down. 


We believe this convention should 
work out and fix a standard of sani- 
tary requirements for creameries and 
cream-buying stations, the absolute 
essentials in one class and the non- 
essentials to desirable requisites in the 
second class. We believe also that 
standardization of sanitary require- 
ments of dairy farms should be out- 
lined in the same way. We believe, 
further, that a joint effort should be 
made by the national and state gov- 
ernments on a basis of reimbursement 
of those whose cattle are slaughtered 
for disease, and that this convention 
should express its opinion on the 
question of pasteurization.

of the other diseases to which dairy 
cattle are subject, 
Resolved, That the Department of 
Agriculture is hereby urged to give at- 
tention in the most persistent and 
comprehensive fashion possible, inde- 
pendently and in co-operation with 
the state experimental stations, to this 
disease with a view toward controll- 
ing it and lessening its ravages. We 
request that the best qualified investi- 
gators be assigned to this exclusive 
task. In view of the tremendous eco- 
nomic importance of this problem, we 
request that it be approached at once 
from every possible hopeful angle. 





Whereas, the presence of tubercu- 
losis in cattle is a menace to the profit 
of the breder and the dairy farmer; 
and 

Whereas, its presence in tlie herd 
can, as a rule, be detected by the ap- 
plication of the tuberculin test by men 
skilled in its use and when adminis- 
tered under proper conditions; 

Resolved, That this convention 
urges breeders and handlers of all 
classes of dairy cattle to weed out re- 
acters from their herds as a matter of 
protection to their own financial in- 
terests, either consigning. them to the 
butcher or segregating them in the 
herd, when they are of sufficient value 
to warrant such manner of handling; 

Resolved, That this convention 
heartily endorses the state-accredited 
herd plan of inducing breeders volun- 
tarily to offer their herds for official 
test and secure a certificate which will 
accredit their cattle to any state with- 
out retest; 

Resolved, That reasonable compen- 
sation should be allowed by federal 
and state authorities for all animals 
slaughtered in the eradication of tu- 
berculosis. This compensation should 
not be arbitrarily limited by statute, 
but should be fixed by appraisal in 
each case, or by court decision on 
proof of the value of the slaughtered 
animals. 


Whereas, in the Year Book of the 
Department of Agriculture for 1912 
appeared a report on the dairy and 
creamery industry of the United 
States, based on an inspection of only 
144 creameries and dairies among the 
thousands in this country; and 

Whereas, unwarranted and untrue 
inferences have been drawn from such 
report by the consumers of American 
butter, and the information therein 
presented has been unfairly used by 
interests hostile to the dairy industry 
to damage it immeasurably; 

Resolved, That the facts are thus 
made matter of record and that report 
declared woefully incomplete in its 
survey and wholly false in its conclu-

Whereas, the act of Congress of 
May 29, 1884, created the Bureau of 
Animal Industry specifically “to pre- 
vent the exportation of diseased cattle 
and to provide means for the suppres- 
sion and extirpation of pleuro-pneu- 
monia_and other contagious diseases 
among domestic animals”; and 

Whereas, by executive act the ac- 
tivities of this bureau have gradually 
been broadened to include various 
lines concerned with the breeding and 
feeding of live stock and the manufac- 
ture and distribution of dairy prod- 
ucts; therefore 

Resolved, That the Conference of 
Dairy Interests held in Washington 
May 5-6, 1916, earnestly urges the 
Secretary of Agriculture to partition 
the present work of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry among three sepa- 
rate bureaus or offices, one concerned 
specifically and exclusively with ani- 
mal diseases and to be called the bu- 
reau or office of Animal Health; one 
concerned with the encouragement of 
the breeds of live stock and the im- 
provement of the utility stock on the 
farm other than dairy cattle, and one 
concerned specifically with dairy cat- 
tle and the dairy industry. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture be urged to form the heads 
of these three bureaus or offices into 
a Federal Live Stock Board, which 
shall administer all live stock regula- 
tions, under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture.
